PECULIAR CASE 


One of the most peculiar cases 
that have ever been heard in Strath- 
more Was brought to a conclusion 
on Thursday evening with the im- 
position of a fine of $1o.o0 and 
costs on Mr J. Kerr on a charge of 
taking some artificial flowers 
from the Strathmore Opera House 
on the day following the U.F.A 
banquet, Feb. 20. The flowers 
missing are thirteea in aumber, of 
a total value when new of about 
$3.25. The expenses incurred in 
the case by this time will not be far 
short of $100, and we understand 
that the case is being appealed, 
which will incur further additional 
expense. 

The evidence on both sides was 
mainly circumstantial, 

The first hearing of the case was 
held on Saturday, Feb. 22, before 
Justices Lambert and Vickery. 
Evidence for the prosecution was 
given by Mr Henry Sorensen, pres- 
ident .f Strathmore Farmers Union, 
and Mr J. W. Mercer, secretary of 
the same body. Their evidence 
went to show that 24 artificial flow- 
ers to the value of 25 or 30 cents 
each had been borrowed from Mr 
A. W. Miller of the Rexall Drug 
Store, for the purpose of decorating 
the tables at the Farmers Banquet 
on Feb. 1g. After the banquet, 
witnesses stated, these flowers were 
removed trom the tables, counted, 
and found to be 24, and then put 
into a room at the rear of the stage, 
with dishes, cutlery, and material 
used atthe banquet. The door was 
closed, it being equipped with a 
spring lock, and written instructions 
were given that it were not to be 
opened until Mr Mercer returned. 
On the latter’s return, about one or 
two o’clock the following afternoon, 
the flowers were found to be miss- 
ing. Mr Mercer went down to 
Kerr and inquired about the flowers. 
Kerr informed him that he knew 
who had them, but was not going 
to tell. Mr Ag W. Miller was theu 
summoned as a witness, but Mr A, 
B, Clow, representing the defence, 
objected to the form of a question 
Mr Sorensen was putting him, 
whereupon Mr Sorensen said that if 
the case was to be fonght on legal 
technicalities he would ask for an 
adjournment till he could have the 
assistance of counsel. This was 
granted, and the case wes posponed 
till Thursday. 

On Thursday the case was con- 
tinued, betore an overflowing court- 
toom, Mr Ryan, Calgary, repre- 
senting plaintiffs, and Mr Clow the 
defence, Evidence for the prosecu- 
tion was given by Messrs. A. Boers, 
Chas. Falkner, and O. F. Bremer, 
and by Mrs A. Boers, whe corrob- 
orated what Mercer had said about 
Kerr having stated that he knew 
where the flowers were, but would 
not tell. Mr Falkner stated that 
he had asked Kerr if he would show 
him where the flowers were, and 
Kerr had stated yes, and taken 
him down to the hotel. Pointing 
to a parcel On the hotel counter, he 
said, ‘There they lay," Mr Falkner 
took the flowers to the hall, and on 
counting them there were found to 
be 11 in the bunch, leaving thirteen 
still missing. 

Evidence for the defence was 
given by Angus McDonald, 
porter at the King Edward, who 
said that he had gone into the 
hall with Miss Brady before 12 
o'clock, th t day, for the purpose 
ot recovering some silverware 
belouging to the hotel. He 
saw some flowers in the hotel 
office. B. L. Tibbetts, porter, 
said he had bren told by Mr 
Troy, of the Maple Leaf, to take 
a parcel over to Mr Kerr. He 
met Kerr on the street, and h> 
told him to put the parcel on the 
hotel counter. This he did. He 
did not not know what was in the 
pores.

comment in Rom, iv. 1-12, and nore 
carefully that the only way is by afith 
without any works of ours. 

The works come afterward as on 
evidence of our faith, but both im sal- 
vation and in service the Lord does 
all, for it is God who worketh, and 
the principle holds at all times and in 
all things. Except the Lord build 
the house, they labor in vain that 
build it (Ps. exxvii. 1). 

In answer to Abram's question, 
Lord God, whereby shall 1 know? 
(verse 8), which sounds like anyth’ng 
but faith after he had heen so plainly 
told, he is directed to a representa 
tion of all sacrifice (verse 9). All 
true sacrifice from Gen. fii, 21, onward 
points to the great sacrifice of the: 
Son of God on Golgotha, and it is be-. 
cause of that God does all things for- 
us. Sin must be dealt with, and 
God dealt with sin on the cross, and! 
not having spared His own Son, He 
now gives us in Him all things freely 
(Rom. viii, 32). 

From the statement in verse 1 eam 
cerning Abram keeping the birds away 
from the sacrifice we are led tj» ehink 
of Matt. xiii, 4-19, where tiys fowls 
represent the wicked one. He hates, 
the sacrifice of Christ and will do his 
utmost to keep us from trusting In it 
or benefiting by it. We must per 
sistently resist him that he may flee 
from us (Jas. iv, 7). How can we 
know our sins are forgiven or that 
we shall inherit the kingdom and the 
glory? Let your heart reply because 
the Son of God loved me aml gave 
Himself for me. (Gal. ii, 20), and T 
put all my trust in His great sacrifice 
for my sins and heartily receive Him 
as my Saviour.

classification of this land by the 
Department, the Company suspend 
the collection of all payments both 
for water tax and payments on laod, 
until the Government's reclassifica- 
tion has been fully completed. Mr. 
Dennis refused to comply with this 
request, whereupon the Minister 
emphatically stated to him that if 
he continued to harass the tarmers 
either by action of law or by de- 
mand for payment, the Department 
reserved the right to turn over such 
matters and cases to the Depart- 
mentof Justice for action, He stat- 
ed to Mr. Dennis that his reason 
for doing this was that the Company 
not being a licensee had no title to 
the water and that the actual title to 
the water remained in the Crown,

I am directed to inform you that 
the following decision has been 
reached in the matter of the protests 
filed by you on behalf of some 300 
resident purchasers of alleged irrig- 
able land from the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Co. in the western section 
of that company’s irrigation block 
east of Calgary. 

The company has applied for a 
water license under the provisions 
of sections 33 of the irrigation act. 
The minister, relying upon the re- 
ports received from officers of this 
department, is not satisfied that the 
company has fully complied with all 
the provisions of the irrigation act 
and he will require the company to 
file such additional plans as are 
necessary to enable him to deter- 
mine whether a license may pro- 
perly be issued. The preparation 
and filing of these plans, and the 
necessary investigation by depart- 
mental officers to determine the.r 
accuracy will occupy some time. 

The Department assumes that the 
company will continue to operate its 
irrigation system, pending a settle- 
ment of this question, but in case 
the company should not do this your 
clients have their remedy under the 
provisions of their contracts with 
the company. 

Under these circumstances it is 
obvious that it would not be to the 
iuterest of the water users for the 
Government to in any way under- 
take to lessen, or abridge, or enlarge 
their legal position under their 
agreements with the company, but 
the Government reserves the right, 
in the event of actions being taken 
against the water users for the re- 
covery ot water rentals or land pay- 
ments, where the land or any part 
thereof, have been classed as irrig- 
able and where any doubt exists as 
to the accuracy of the classification 
of irrigable areas to intervene in 
such litigation on behalf of the pur- 
chasers, and to take such action as 
may be necessary for their full pro- 
tection.

The subject of gopher poisoning, 
which will be a big issue within the 
next month or so, was taken up. 
Quotations had been received from 
outside arms, and from the local 
drug stores, for the supply of for- 
maldehyde and strychnine. It was 
agreed that the Union make an 
arrangement with the local drug 
stores for the supply of these drugs 
to members ot the Union. 

The letter from Mr Zimmerman, 
re the irr'gation dispute, was read 
and followed by considerable dis- 
cussion.

Forestry Competition 


Many tarmers are taking advan- 
tage of the free trees, for the beau- 
titying and protection of their homes 
and other farm buildings, offered 
by the forestry branch of the C P.R. 
Department of Natural Resources 
in connection with their windbreak 
competition in which cash prizes to 
a total of $2500 will be awarded. 
They are anxiously waiting for 
spring so as to be able to plant the 
trees and secure as much of the win- 
ter moisture in the ground as pos- 
sible thus giving the young trees a 
good start and thereby securing 
more points for the cultivation, 
growth, and appearance of the trees 
in the summer judging. 

Anyone writing to the Forestry 
Branch will receive full particulars 
regarding the contest. If the 
tlers realized the importance and 
benefit derived from having trees 
around farm buildings, and appre- 
ciated the generous offer made by 
by the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
both in supplying halt of the trees 
free and the large cash prizes, there 
would be from two to four thousand 
trees on every farmer’s land for 
windbreak purposes. The trees 
that the Forestry Branch are sup- 
plying are three to four toot high 
and Alberta grown stock, There is 
only a little over two months re- 
maining betore the trees will be 
shipped, and any farmer contem- 
plating the planting of trees should 
send in his order at 
insure getting the stock in good 
condition. ‘The Company have se- 
cured these trees from a_ reliable 
nursery in Alberta, which upon re- 
ceipt of instructions from the For- 
estry Branch, will take the trees 
from the ‘heeled-in” pit and immed- 
iately ship them to the farmers thus 
insuring live hardy trees, while the
